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JAPANESE IN FORMOSA.

The Japanese are evidently not having an 
easy task in their endeavours to introduce 
something in the form of law and order 
among the unruly inhabitants of Formosa. 
According to a book written by Mr. 
Taxkexosul, a member of the Japanese Diet, 
which has formed the subject of some 


" notice, it Would seem that any attempt at 


establishing a system of civilized law into 
the couhtry would be completely hopeless 
and the only thing to do has been to make 
a compromise and to deal with the natives 
according to their own customs, as far as it 
is possible to administer them. To this 
system, however, Mr, TAKEKOSHI is some- 
what strongly opposed, and he has expressed 
his hope that it may be possible to do away 
with it at an early date. This view of the 
subject is natural on the part of one who 
has an acqua ntance with the principles of 
civilized Jaw; but at the same time it will 
probably be found desirable to adhere to 
the plan which has been adopted and not to 
attempt to improve upon it, by any too 
rapid or violent change:. Experience in 
other places has proved that it is possible 
under circumstances similar to those exist- 
ing in Formosa, to administer justice in a 
fair and equitable manner, while adopting 
many of the customs of an inferior race. 
The plan is not by any means new. Indeed 
it is as old as the Roman Empire, where 
law was wisely admivistered, among the 
conquered nations, largely according to 
to the customs which they recognised, 
tempered, however, as far as possible br 
the more advanced principles of Roman 
jurieprudence. The same plan has been 
resorted to in India and in some of 
the British Colonies, and has been found to 
work satisfactorily. It speaks well for the 
statesmanly instincts of the Japanese that 
they should bave seen the advantuge of 
making use of this stepping stone to a more 
satisfactory system when the time for its 
adoption shall have arrived. There would 
seem no reason to doult that it may be as 
satisfactorily worked in Formosa as it has 
been elsewhere. The great advantage of 
such a system is that it has the support 
of the natives themselves; and that, by 
adopting it, it is possible to obtain the 
natives’ concurrence in carrying it out. 
In Formosa the natives are generally 
spoken of as savages, and unfortuuately 
the term applies in its strictest sense to a 
por:ion of them, the hill .tribes who re- 
gularly live on plunder, and among whom 
no one’s life is safe. But there is a large 
portion of natives, who though of a low 
scale of civilisation, are not completely 
savage. ‘They at least have certain recoyn- 
ised customs by means of which a rough 
kind of jastice is maintained among them- 
selves; and it is well worth while making 
the attempt to use these as a tasis upon 
which the Courts may act in settling their 
disputes and maintaining order, i 
Uf course there are limits beyond which 
a system of this kind cannot be carried; 
and it is the part of those who have to 
apply it to see that oo custom manifestly 
unjust is acted upon. There is at first 
some difficulty in ascertaining with accuracy 
what really are the customs, but this 
difficulty is usually got over by consulting 
the persons who are recognised by the 
people themselves as authorities on this 
subject, This is the plan which is resorted 
to in certain cases in India and which has 
long been adopted with success in the 
Colony of Natal. Indeed a judge well

In the main such customs are really u first 
attempt at securing the main princiz-les of 
justice ; and with a little tact and skill they 
can be brought. more and more into accord 
with those of civilixed nations. 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 


_ (Daily Press 11th Figs) 
That the Imperial Confe the 


Colonial Premiers was not altogether a 
success is undeniable, and to acrount for 
this there were doubtless more than cne 
sufficient reason. Perhaps of all these the | 
most efficient was the fact that however of 
late the individual members tried to disguise 
it, the Guvernment presided over by Sir 
Henry CamMPBELL-BANNERMAN was dis- 
tinctly out of sympathy with the movement. 
Still the little that was done was on the whole 
satisfactory, so far as it went, and that may 
be accepted asas much as could he expected 
considering the antecedents of His Majesty's 
present administration, As a matter of 
fSt, indeed, it was only the universal 
display of a public opinion in favour of the 
objects of the Conference that at the last 
moment determined the Little Englanders of 
the Government to allow their preconceived 
ideas of centrifugalism to remain for the 
nonce, at least, in abeyauce. Another 
polent factor was doubtless that dislike to 
innovation, and a prevailing desire to 
safeguard the first step, which is instiactive 
in the race, and hick prevails through the 
Colonies to an even wider degree than 
at home; and which with the principal 
Colonial premiers, and more especially with 
Sir Witrrep Laverer led to a hesitancy 
about the very first step «hut seemed con- 
trary to his usual quickuess of grasp. Two 
important things with regard to the future of 
the Conference have, however, been sc! tled ; 
the firat of this is that it is to be abiding and 
nut sporadi:; the second, that it is to ln 
Imperial and not werely Colonial, and as 
such to be presided over by the Premier of 
England us senior, and not by an elected 
President, nor by the bead ot the Foreigu 
Office, whose stitus as chief only of a 
subordinate office must carry less weight 
than that of the head of the Govern- 
meot of thedav. The first of these cirries 
with it the intimation that the British 
Premier sits as primus inter pares, nut as 
oud outside whose authority wasexoteric. It 
was evident that behind all there was a feel- 
ing of reserve on tha part of the Colonial 
representatives, not altogether without 
justification from lhiatury, that beneath the 
shadow «f what was proposed to be culled a 
a “Council” there lay hidden the germs of 
what might at some time or otber be avail- 
able for interfering witli that autonomy of 
action which the direct conduct of the Home

ways paramount in the minds of home 
statesmen, and examples as in the New- 


foundland fishery affair, where Colonial. 


wishes were deliberately set aside, without 
even the courteous preliminary of saying 
“By your leave, Gentlemen”, were not 
likely to iacrease the.confidence of the 
Colonies in a British Council. Thoughts 
like these were evidently at the bottom of 
the seemingly needless declaration that no 
resolutions of the Conference should have 


'executive authority, and show how very 


far still the Empire is from practical con- 
federation, In fact the home country will 
have much to do to compeneate fur the 
backway made withio the last eighteen 
montis by the Government of all the 
talents. Perhaps after all it is best so, for 
if the Conference had been held under Mr. 
Batrour’s Administration by wh ch it had 
been arranged, many of these safeguards 
since found necessary would have been 
neslected, and an entirely wrong opinion 
of the functions and powers of the home 
Ministry of the day caused a disastrous 
break up when first the Conference met to 
discuss real business. 

Fortunately, too perhaps, the late Con- 
ference has had nothing more imp:rtint 
to discuss tban preferential Tariffs. Here 
the Conference was sure to come at cross 
purposes with the present Government, but 
the effect, notwithstanding the attitude of 
the Goreroment has heen on the whole 
satisfactory, and there ia no duubt tbat the 
opposition to a reform of the Tariffs as 
between the Home Land and the Colonies 
has eensib'y weakened. Most of the Home 
constituencies had never, in fact, heard the 
subject discussed cutside the Hustings, 
where of course each party confined itself 
in great measure to its party cries of the 
day. To hear the subject spoken to and 
discussed by statesmen nltovether outside 
the ring of mere English politics was to the 
majority of people in Engiand a new reve- 
lation. To the Premier of the Common- 
wealth the effect of the discussion on the 
intimate relations of Unionist, Liberal, or 
Radical was of no interest whatever; ils 
effect on the Empire at large, and the 
relations between tha Home country and 
the Commonwealth were all that concerned 
him in his representative character, and that 
he should have spoken on this subject with 
no halt-hearted reservation will be accepted 
throughout the Home country ag a clear 
indication that there is something more 10 
the policy urged by Mir. CHAMBERLAIN than 
the experts uf the Cobden Club would have 
tke people of the British Islands believe. 

Anotber subject of interest discussed at 
the Conference cannat be passed over in the 
most superficial review without notice, and 
that is the by no means satisfactary con- 
dition in which the Permanent Secretariat 
has been arranged. From the general drift 
of the discussions it was apparently intended 
that it should form an evtirely independent 
section of Goverument, free from party 


control. This under the syste in the end 


hurriedly adopted is only very partially the 
case. It is, in fact, to be merely a section 
of the Colonial Office, and responsible to 
the Colonial Secretary for the time being. 
It is true the scheme ws left unfinished, 
and what is perhaps mure to the purpose, 
there was no precedent to guon. The very 
essence of an Imperidl Department is that 
it should te entirely outside of party 
politica, Lat probably the step was too wide 
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to take all at once ; and the present device 
was acknowledged as at hest a stop-gap to 
be properly constituted when experience 
had shown the needs of the post. Most ren- 
sonable men in the Empire are thoroughly 
siok of the absurd lengths to which the 
practice of ty Government has been 
carried, and it seems a pity that of this, the 
first opportunity that has presented itself 
fora long time of bettering the position, 
more advantage has not been tuken. 


IMAGINATION:

A casual remark sometimes made by a 
bystander observing a procession of Chinese 
coolies leads to reflections on the subject of 
imagination, These patient labourers, 
laughing and chetiatne amongst them- 
selves, frequently prompt foreigners who 
have some idea of their lot to wonder at 
their apparent happiness. Working hard 
day after day for twenty cents or less, pro- 
curing thereby only the meagrest portion 
of the barest necessities, how can they afford 
to laugh? The foreigner, in comparison 
with them surfeited with luxuries, has his 
lines of care, and perhaps in the midst of 
worrying over something or other, remarks 
the cheerfulness of the coolie. ‘They are 
“ better off’? than he is, he concludes, and 
says something platitudinal about the com- 
plexities of civilization and the advantages 
of the Simple Life. ‘‘ We cry for things 
we imagine we need,” one such person said 
the other day, and one of his words seemed 
arrestive. Was there a clue in the word 


“imagination”? A form of reproach not 


uncommon is to say of a person thit he 
lacks imagination. Imagination, it is 
generally understood, is a quality of the 
higher civilization. Its possession’ in a 
marked degree deno‘es status: its possessor 
is one of the highest products of evolution : 
if manifested in art, his ‘ gift’ makes him 
a genius. It is talked of as “the gift”, be 
it noted, and nope question its value. Can 
it be that the popular estimate is too sweep- 
ing—that there is another side of the shield 
to betray the disadvantages of imagination ? 
If we turn to the Bible, with its 
score of references to the faculty, we 
find that other side of the shield exclusively 
pictured. It is always vain or wicked. In 
no instance is the human imagination cited 
therein as in anyway a good quality. 
always does, notices 
many sides. 

“ The lunatic, the lover, ad the poet 

of imagination all compact.” 

he imaginations of the lunatic we can 
guess at. We call them hallucinations, but 
both words fit. There is really little need 


for the hairsplitting definitions of Crass, | 


Teencu,and other precisians of that gender. 
The imaginations of the lover, also, we 
describe as pleasing fancies, and predict 
that his anticipatory images will breed 
disappointment. ‘The imagioation of the 
poet is the particular kind that bas led to 
the popular and undiscriminating esteem 
for the faculty. It is a source of intellectual 
elevation, leading to a mental Parnassus. 
Scieutifically, psychologically, we kuow that 
the word is misleading. ‘There is really no 
such thing. What we call imagination, 
even in its noblest forms, tecomes, under 
analysis, a mere mosaic of conceptions 
derived from experieuce, from perceptivas 
of previous actualities. Thus Mutton’s 
great imagery of the unquenchabls lake of 
fire, grand as it is irom a literary point of 
view, is to the psycholugist no more thin 
an exaggerated concept founded on es- 
periences of litte earthly conflagrations. 
The pain and dread that particalar fancy or 


| ation ‘than those who envy them ’ 
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imagination has caused to countless thou- 
sands of worthy people serves to briug us 
back to the point that the faculty of 
imagination may Bot be always a sourc2 of 
happiness to the average human being. 
Some such idea. as that which caused 
Wuitman to remark that the beasts of the 
field do not lie awake at night thinking of 
their sins seems possible in the case of our 
illustrative coolies. Do they maintain their 
cheerfulness because they have less imag n- 
The 
suggestion is not implausible. Certainly 
many of us suffer from a too lively imagin- 
ation. If it be of the anticipatory pleisant 
kind, it is not worth the certainty of later 
disillusion; if it be unpleasant, we are not 
compenvated for the pr-liminary dreal by 
the subsequent dissipation of the bogie. 
This latter kiud of imagination is very 
common, and we must add ty» SHaKesPRARE'S 
list of the lunatic, lover, and poet, the 
coward. Elsewher:, indeel, the bard has 
noted that individual’s form of imagination 
as when intothe mouth of Carsar he puts 
the words, “ Cowards die many times before 
their deaths."’ The thousand little worries 
of ordinary daily life may many of them be 
included in the category. Tue shadows 
that harbinger coming eventa are always 
bigger than their cause, The imagined 
trouble of to-morrow is greater than the 
positive discomfort of to-day. We are 
perturbed over things that do not matter 
because we imagine they may or will matter. 
The so-called “ gift” of imagination makes 
the heir to a legacy unhappy in showing 
him a dozea ways in which he may lose his 
inheritance ; it curses the healthy mao with 
vivid impress:ons of possible infections ; it 
peoples the dark, the unknown, with horrid 
creatures; and though we cannot deny the 
“pleasures of imagination,” it seems we 
must emphasise its sorrows also. The rose 
of imagivation, in ahort, has its thorns;and 
there is the temptation to envy the coolie 
who, if he enjoy not the fragrance and 
colour of the fluwera, at least seems able to 
ignore the prickles. 


WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE.

Ittisa curious coincidence that at the time 
when the Chinese took steps to study, 
Westera Institutions and seut a Commission « 
to Europe to obtain information as to their , 
working, more especially in regard to | 
Representative Goverument, a movement 
should have taken shape, which of a!l others 
is calculated to make the Celestial mind 
sceptical as to the advantages to be derived 
from their adoption. The idea of women 
taking any practical part in the government 
of the courtry—the Empress Dowager 
always excepted —must secm to the Chinese 
the acme of absurdity. Jf any members of 
the Commission happened to be inthe House 
of Commons, when it was besieged by the 
auffragists, they wust indeed have felt 
reason to congratulate themselves upon 
having occular demnstrauion of what the 
introductiun of Western institutions is 
likely to lead to. That the most august 
political assembly io tha Kingdom should 
be invaded by a screaming body of advanced 
women demaning the suffrage, so far as 
the attentions of the Police would allow 
their voices to be heard, must have appeared 
the queerest of all the queer things that the 
Chinese have ever heard of on the part of 
the outer barbarians. Fancy such ao 
icvasion of a Chinese Council or Yamen! 
The thing is absolately unthinkable, -and it 
this is the logical conclusion of recognising 
the rights of the people, the Commissioners 
would probably deem thewseives justified in

recommending that they should be left 
severely alone. , 
The women’s voting question however 
still attracts a great deal of discussion and 
bids fair to become a istanding dish during 
the silly season. The subject is one opea 
to so much h-gh sounjling platitade on the 
one side and to ¢0 mae superficial “ chaff” 
on the other, that it is d-fficult to gek - 
people to look upon itiin its plain practical 
light. Tha object of giving certain persons 
« vote:for Parliamentiry representatives is 
broadly speaking two+fold—to secure first 
that the Government; of the country shall 
be in conformity with the wishes of the 


large majority and | secondly that the 
best talent may {be obtained for 
carrying on the ‘Government. Upoa 


neither of these grounds can it be said that 
cause has been showy for so momentous a 
change as the suffragists and “ suffragettes ” 
are clamuuring to sep introduced. That 
the prsitions of womea both legally and 
politically bas up to! recent times been 
anomalous is not to be denied. This was 
ouly a result of the! old ideas partly of 
Roman an: partly of ‘Feudal origin which 
have formed so important an element in the 
history not only of |Britain but of all 
European nations. Bei ideas however 
have been largely modified in recent times 
and in our own coustry have practically 
almust ceased to exist, In respect to wo- 
men, legislation of late yeirs has been 
tinarkedly in their favjur. Their eligibilit 

for election on School: Boards is a notable 
instance of this as gtegards their political 
and social status; whileth» Married Women's 
Property Act of 1882idid uway with the last 
remnoaut of anything: in the form of sub-”. 
jection of women eit :ér aa to their persunal 
powers or as to their property. There is, 
therefore, no cause far complaint that the 
rights and interests of women are disregard. 
ed by Parliaments elected by mere m-n— 
nor indeed has any such ground been taken 
up—the complaint being that women are 
not recognised as on an equality with the 
other sex. This, in a certain sens3, is no 


. doubt true, but itis so only in respect to 
‘the particular matter of voting—not as to 


their rights and status generally. 

A consideratioa, hawever, of the reasons 
why voting power should be granted muat 
make it plain that there is ample grounds 
why women should not ‘have the vote. This 
will be so at least as long as society con. 
tinues to be constituted as it is, Whatever 
may be the state of matzers if women, as is 
possible, take a very much larger part id 
the business side of life than at present, 
as long as men have the onus and respon- 
sibility of the conduct of the particular kind 
of work which in the aggregate makes up 
the active life of the State, it is obvious 
that their voice should bave a prepondurat- 
ing influence on the manner io which the 
State is to be governed. The instincts 
which have been evolved by centuries 
of business nod working habits in con- 
nection with the hard inatters of life, to sa 
nothiog of their daily duties of dealing wit 
such matters often on a very lurge scale, fit 
meo more or less for taking part io the 
larger questions of State—whils the more 
retired lifa, which, even in these advanced 
days, is still considered the chief sphere 
of women's activity, does not give them 
that experience iu deal-ng with the kind of 
business that has to be grappled with by 
those upon whom the responsibility of 
governing the State devolves. If women 
generally speaking had experience of 
the ordinary rough business of life, if 
the balk of them conducted mercantile 
establishments and became directors 
of large shippiog -Inscrance and other 
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companies, they would, each in her own 
sphere, get something of the knowledge and 
training which fil men tothe business of the 
State. All experience proves that mere 
book knowledge of such watters is not only 
insufficient bat often dangerous, and this 
is the ino-t that the best informed of women 
are likely to at‘ain fo so long as the chief 
sphere of their intervsts muxt of necessity 
lie im their homes and in social questions 
whieh naturally come within their cogni- 
sance, Jn their own s,-here women not only 
have all the rights of men, but a gieat deal 
more, and the advanced peisons who wish 
to claim the rights of men, will do well to 
consider how much of tie privileges of 
women-they will have to sacrifice iu order 
to ot:tain them. 

There 18 also anofper practical bearing of 
the subject which should nut be overlnoked., 
If womeu had the vole in a country like 
Great Britain, there would always be a 
dinger of a Government being either 
returned or ousted by some sensati- nal cry, 
which would appeal to women’s feelings to 
the exclusion o! ail «ther and possibly much 
more impoitant consi lerations. We have 
seen enough of the working of this priuc-ple 
in the part which the false reports about 
Chinese slavery iu the Transvaal played in 
the last election, Any topic of that kind, 
worked up in a way Which would appeal to 
the female imagination, would be sufficient 
to command a large number of their votes, 
and there would thus be more danger, even 
than there is at present (which is asghiedly 
enough) that by some similar catch words of 
a taking character the female vote might be 
caught without any reference to or con- 
sideration of much more important issues 
that might le. invelved ip a change of 
Government. We have had warning enough 
of this contingency as the franchise now 
stands, and will certainly do well to 
hesitate to introduce a radical chavge for 
which there is no real call, which will 
undoubtedly have the effect of increasing 
this danger.

chop-house. It is true he met another kin J, 
hut he has no complaint to make ot the 
butler’s manners. Tney must have been 
irreproachable. The incident is well worth 
repeating : 


One evenin: I visited a certain house and rang 
the ball, A gentleman oime to the door and 
opened it. He was dressed in evening clothes; 
he was quite a fine-looking fellow, and spok: 
English very fluently, aod he must have been an 
Englisiman, I took off my hat in defer -nos. 
I bowed very low, in Japanese fashion (for in 
my country we often bow like & carpenters 
measure), then I held oat my hand to sh ke 
hands with him. 1, of course, thought that he 
was an honoured member of the household. 
Invagine what was my obagrin when I after- 
wards found that he was a butler ! 

Our critic waxes a little superior 
occasionally, az when he di-covers that the 
English fad of the moment is the 
immemorial custom of Japan, The “ fresh 
air” curery Japan hus believed in 
pneumotherapy for the past 2,500 oid 
years. And so ou. He rightly c:ndemnos 
the over-furnishing of the English living 
roopy but then, English writers have already 
dwplt on that, and the Japauese are just as 

ich slaves to lumber, ouly they stow it 
away differently. On the subject of women 
aod clathes, there will arise many to say 
that Mr. Suaimcra has scored a bull.

It would appear, gentlemen, recently what I may 
call the domesticd-political atmosph ro has been 
somewhat surcharged with electricity. It would 
seem as if the impression was abroad that the 
Government did not propose to deal in a 
sympathetic manner with the recommendations 
of the Commissioners, Now, gentlemen, I 
would beg to remind you that the raport of the 
Commissioners criticises in ‘a scathing manner 
a department for the administration of which 
the Goveroment is more or less responsible. 
It fell to the lot of certain officers to reply to 
those criticisms and in their turn to criticise, 
It happened that the officara upon whom tha 
duty fell repres:nted the Rose, the Shamrock 
end the Thistle, Now, I need hardly remind 
you that if you rcughly handle the rose or the 
thistle they are bound to prick you As for that 
innocent little plant, the shamrock, is it not 
the emblem of a race which is not accustomed 
to sit down silently uoder a grievance? ‘I'he 
Government consider that in this matter they 
have somewhat of a grievance. for the report of 
the Commissioners charges them in fact with 
adopting an. unsympathetic attitude on what 
I may call their plague policy towards the 
Chinese population. Well, gentleman, having 
received a broadside from the Commissioners 
and having returned that broadside we are now 
only too anxious to consider in the most 
sympathetic manner the recommendations and 
suggestions which the Commissioners have 
made, (Applaure.) I indicated as much in the faw 
remarks I made at the opeuing of this session 
but somehow or other theaa remarks seem to have 
been forgotten or in the heat of controversy they 
hate been discounted. Amongst the several re- 
commendations and suggestions by the Commis- 
sioners there is one to which I would like to refer 
at some little length. That is the question 
of cubicles. Now, gentlemen, that is a most 
important eubject, for it touches the 
living accommodation of the poorer classes 
of the C'inese community. I have during 
the last few month, since my return from 
leave, devoted a great deal of time and a great 
deal of thonght {o this question. I have 
studied it not in my office in an arm-ohair 
but by going ont into the town and revisiting 
blocks of houses with which I have been 
well acquainted during the lest fourteen years 
owing to the opportuuitier offered to me while 
I was in the police, while I worked in two 


" plague y Saeried and while I was a member 


of the Sanitary Board. The result of my 
inspection, I would like to say here, is that 
T find that the town as a whole is in a 
far more sanitary oonditon just new than 
ever I have known it before. 1 think 
that a great deal of oredit for this faot 
is due to the Sanitary Board, {o the officers 
who had the direct control of the sanitary staff. 
and (o the sanitary staff itself, and las! but not 
least to the Chinese community who have 
learned to appreciate the value of keeping 
thorvaghly clean their own domestic dwellings. 
But my inspection proved to me one thing, 
and that is that the existing law relating to 
cubicles has failed. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 
We hoped, gentlemen, those who sat around 
this table for many weeks considering that 
Ordinance, No 1 of 1993 and No. 28 of 1903, 
that by prohibiting oubicles in new houses we 
should force landowners to put up a more sani- 
tary type of dwolling. I may tell you that 
our hopes are woefully disappointed. “The sort 
of thing that happens is this. Houses have to 
be rebuilt: architects send in plans to us 
showing the old deep funneled shaped type 
of house lighted fore and aft but not 
at the side with which we are familiar. 
I received one of these plans not long ago 
myself and we wrote to the architect on 
behalf of the owner. Wo eaid we beg to 
remind you that when thege houses are built 
cubicles will not be allowed on the floors. The 
architect wrote back in polite terms ‘you 
mind your own businesa The cubicles are 
regulated by the law and we know the law 
es well as you.” What will ba the fate of 
those houses? The owner will let them to 
avother mgn who will snb-let them by the 
floor, The lessees of the floors, if the floors 
are inhabited as tenement dwellings, will sub- 
let ‘them to a number of different families. 
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As soon as the families come in they will put 
up cubicles. In comes the san tary ins- 
pector, down go the cubicles. Out goes the 
sanitary inspector up g- the oubiclea again, And 
so this kind of Sisyphean jugglery goes on. You 
never really get rid of these cubicles. After a 
time along comes an epidemic and some 
Europeans are attacked by the disanse, There is 
au immediate outory “what is the negligent 
Government doing ? Why don’t they clear out 
these hotbeds of disease?” The hotbeds are then 
cleared out. An interval of some years elapzeg 
during which plague is cheoked bat trade 
gets very bad and things are depressed. Then 
the same people come furward cad say “ These 
Government offici Is are well named blightera, 
for they blight the whole land by -heir unreason. 
able regulations. Whoever hear of asking the 
Chinese families to live withont cubicles?” 80 
the sordid story goes on to the end of the 
chapter. Now, gentlemen, Iam perfectly con- 
vinced that you will have this cubicle question 
with you as long as you live, unless yon take 
at«ps to force the owners of property to put up 
sanitary houses in which cubicle like rooms can 
be built in which Chinese families can decently 
live I b-lieve each can ba done without loss, 
We have made proposals under which a larger 
number of people will te allowed to inhabit 
decen ly sanitary houses than were allowed under 
the old type. I am in great hopes that the com- 


munity as a whole will take this subject 
into their most serious consideration and 
try fo arrive this time at some me- 


thod of dealing with this question which 
will really settle it once of all, It ig a very 
serious matter and affects the preaperity of the 
Colony. Plague meaus loss of money, but there ar- 
other epidemics of disease b-sid-s plagns to be 
thought of, and as long as an insanitary type 
of house is allowed to be built ad infinitum, 
one insanitary type of house to replace an- 
other that has gone before it, there will 
never be any permanent improvement. (en- 
tlenten, I have made these few remarks because 
I consider that of all the points that have 
been bronght forward in the report of the 
Commission there is no point which has 
a greater bearing on the prosperity of the 
Colony than this question of the housing of the 
Chinese population.

I trnst I shall be allowed therefore 
on bebslf of Mr. Hooper to make an explanation 
showing that he has been p-rfectly consi-tant 
throurhout in what he bas written.

The Hon. Me, Hewetr—I beg your pardon, 
Your Excellency. I withdraw my remark. In 
any case you spoke of the report having given 
the Government a broadside, That was not 
intended.

In the 
report the members of the Commission honestly, 
sinceraly and fearlessly stated exactly, after 
nearly a year's careful consideration. what they 
found to be the existing state of affairs, That 
it was a most ungracionsand difficult task we 
realised from the first.

When questions are asked and 
answers are given, no discussion can 
place. unless to elucidate, 

Mr. Hooper—It is to elucidate. - 

The Prrsiprnt—Will you put it in the 
form cf a question. 

. Ho PER—I was going to correct you. 
You use the word ‘members.. We (the Com- 
misaion) say ‘officers against whom charges 
were made, It is rather important because in 
schedule B you have incorporated portion of 
schedule A in which the word ‘ officers’ is 
used, whereas if you look at the beading of 
schedule B -you will see that it says 
“servants of the department.” There is a 
distinct difference laid down in the Ordinance 
regarding these terms. Again, the words “a 
certain cfficer was transferred to another deo 
partment” were included. Asa matter of fact 
those words don’t appear in our report. The 
report is dated March 19th, when the only in- 
formation the Commission kad, said that that 
officer had been suspended previous to being 
dismissed by the Secretary of State. It was 
not nnotil May 15th, two months afterwurdz, 
that J, or any members of the Board or Com- 
mission, knew that he had been transferred to 
another depar! ment. 

The , Pursipent—That ia explained in 
paragraph 3, which gives the names of members 
reported to and dealt with by the Government. 

Mr. Hoorger—Quite so. You have stated 
how he had been dealt with. But the Govern- 
ment cannot insert anything after I have 
signed my name. 't would mean my signing 
may name to something which I don't know 
to be true.

Mr. Lav Cuvu-pax—The applicant says the 
awning is pulled out only when it rains, If so, 
it does not obstruct light or ventilation, and I 
think the request should be granted. 

The tenant is to be informed that he must 
remove the awning. 

A BOARDING HOUSK NUISANCE, 

Mre. K. L. Coggin, manageress of Carlton 
House, requested the board to have an offensive 
latrine removal from th: rear of No. 10 
Ioehousea treet. 

The MebicaL Orricer or HEALTH minated 
—I fouud this latrine clean, and that it had 
been recently limewashed. I don’t think it 
should be removed asa greater nuisance would 
arise in such case owing to the large number 
of workmen employed in that vicinity, It will 
be frequently inspected to prevent, as far 
as possibly, a nuiganoe being caused. It is a 
private latrine, on private land, and failing the 
creation of a nuieauce, it seems to me that the 
ouly remedy is by injunction on the application 
of the parties aggrieved. 

Hon. Mr. Hgawett—Poblic latrines must 
exist, and those living in the vicinity will 
always endeavour to have them removed elae- 
where. All that can be done is to see the 
place is kept as clean as possible. 

An ingpeotor is to see that this place is kept 
clean, 
SLOW WORK. 

Messrs, Weaser and Raven, architects, 
applied on behalf of the tenant of 26, New 
Street, for permission to refain a tank at present 
existing in the yard of this house.

I don’t see any necessity for this 
fank, especially now that the water is laid 
on oonstantly. aod I have frequently ex- 
plained the objections to thesa tanks, whioh 
are that the water is liable to be fouled 
by refase from the upper floora, and by dippers 
being pat on the grouad and then dipred into 
the tank. I cannot recommend that it be 
allowed. 

Mr. Lav Cxru-Pax-—What is the business 
of this shop P It should be allowed to remain 
uotil a constant supply of water from the 
mains is assured. 

Members agreed that the tank should be 
removed. 

AN EATING HOUSE NECESSITY. 

Another application for permission to retain 
a water tank was made by the tenant of 136, 
Des Voeux Road Central. He stated that bis 
premises were used as an eating house, aud 
it was absolutely necessary in this business 
to have a large and ready sapply of water, 
therefore a water tank was required. The one 
at present on the premises was a fairly small 
one, and did not constitute an obstruction. 

The Mepicat OrFicer or HeaLttH—I can 
not recommend that this be granted. Toho yard 
is only 6 feet 1U inches by 5 feet 6 inches, and 
is obstructed by an annecessary bridge both on 
the first and second floors, A notice should be 
served to remove the yard obstructions, iaclud- 
ing the tauk. The yard has an area of 35 
square feet, and the tank occupies 19 square 
feet. 

The Szcretary—It was decided at a p-evious 
meeting of the Board to refer the mattsr to the 
Director of Pablic Works to see whether the 
house coald be supplied with a meter. 

Hon. Mr. Hewett —There does not appear 
{o be any reason -for maintaining this tank if 
the house can be connected direct with the water 
mains, 

The Hon. Mr. CHaTHam moved that the 
Board adhere to its previous resolution. 

Mr. Hoopwe considered that such tanks 
were useful and caused very little obstruotion, 
Every encouragement ought to be given to 
people to store water provided it hada proper 
cover and, considering the whole question, he 
thought it more savitary to have the tanks 
there then to be without them. 

Hoo. Mr. Hewett thought the tanks shoald 
be discouraged as they were breeding grounds 
for mosquitoes. He moved that the matter be 
referred to the D.P.W. to ascertain whether 
the house could be connected with the Govern- 
ment water main.

OUTRAGE IN YUNNAN. 


News has come to hand from Yiinnan-fu, the 
the capital of the province «f Ytinnao, giving 
particulars of a brutal attack that was made 
upon the Rev. Samuel Pollard of the Bible 

. Christian Mission. The outrage was committed 
at a market village near Chaotong at midnight 
on April 8 by a band of men, Chinese and 
aborigines. On the following day Dr. Savin, 
of the same Mission, on being informed of the 
ocourrence went to tbe village, where he found 
Mr. Pollard on the ground unable to move and 
in a very serious condition. Qn April 12 he 
was brought into the city, where he was made a 
litthe more comfortable, and hopes were 
Putertained that his life would be saved. On 
April 19th Dr. Savin wrote:—“ Mr. Pol 
look's body is covered with bruises. The 
most important injury is that to the lang. 
The left lung before the heart is wounded, and 
there is an escape of air into the surrounding 
tissues. Whether there is a broken rib | 
cannot tell. For the first few days he had to, 
lie fall length upon bis face, but now he oan 
wriggle from one side to the other and can lis 
upon his back. It will be some time yet before 
he can leave his bed a:d longer still before he 
can recover from the serious sho-k.” 

The reason for this dastardly attack is not 
known. Me. Pollard was on ao itineratiug 
missionary journey and had put up for the night 
in the village where the attack took place. 
He has worked for many years in Yiionan and 
has gained the respect sud esteem of very many 
of the people who have come to know him. 
The N.-C. Datly News understands that the 
British Consul at Yiinnanfa is in communica- 
tion with Posing in reference to the affair.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & (‘o.'a Report on the 
Shanghai Vieco Govds trade, dated Shanghai, 
6th June, 19U7, states:—The air of depression 
that was hanging over the market last week 
when we wrote our Report has lifted somewhat, 
we aro pleased to say, and there certainly does not 
appear to be the same necessity to hold such 
pessimistic views of this market as seemed then 
to pertain to it. Satisfactory arrangemonts have 
been made by the firms concerned to manipulate 
the goods thrown back on their hands, mentioned 
last week, with.the assistance of the local finan- 
ciers, the result being that the market feels 
relieved and is in a decidedly more hopeful con- 
dition. This is evidenced by the increasing 
enquiry for goods in stook although from the 
ideas the dealers hold of prices they have not as 
yot fully appreciated the changes that haye taken 
plico in th+ producing centres during their recent 
period of hibernation. The consequence is no 
fresh transactions have taken place from first 
hands, but second hand holders are managing to 
get better tsrms. More and more confidence is 
being exproised that the condition of the market 
will bo greitly improved after the settling day on 
the 15th inst., and that may account for the 
nibbling sort of enquiry that is going on, which 
may possibly be for the sole purpose of finding 
out what supplies aro in hand and the ideas of 
holders as to prices. In the case of some classes 
of fancy gouds small orders for freah supplies have 
actually been placed. There have also been some 
clearance sales of faacy goods, of a sort that ia 
greatly over stocked, namely common Figured 
Cotton Lastings. Three yeara ago theae goods 
were in great demand for Szechuen, and in 
anticipation of a continuation of it heavy quan- 
tities wera indented for by the native dealers, and 
now compose fully one half of tho stuck held 
here. The Szechuen market is glutted, and tbe 
cclours wanted there are not suitable for other 
plices, the consequence being it is quite im- 
possible to move these goo ls at anything like 
their original cost, let alone the interest and 
charges that hive accumulated, Three years ago 
they were selling at Tls. 3,90 a piece—now it is 
difficult to obtain Tis. 2.80! And other things 
are in the same position. However, it is cheering 
to note prospects aro excellent for the silk crop, 
and the harvests overywhere are most promising, 
which should enable the country to recover from 
suine of its recent heavy losses. Money certainly 
secms to be very plentiful by the way the natives 
are endeavouring to geti concessions to build 
railways, cle, without thé aid of foreign capital, 
but at the same time in some districts millions 
have died from starvation, what relief has reached 
them being through the instrumentality of for- 
cigners. ‘The Manchestet market seems to be 
feeling the advance in thi raw staple now much 
more than formerly, and spinuers are gotting 
late with their contracts, possibly owing to the 
scarcity of suitable cotton, although it may be they 
have over booked themselves. Meanwhile manu- 
facturers are very strong (nd are full of work for 
mmvuths ahead. Cotton in Liverpool commenced 
to advance immediately ae our last until 7.42d.

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‘JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. 


OH 
(Datly Press, 10th June). 

The Japanese are evidently not having an 
easy task in their endeavours to introduce 
something in the form of law and oxder 
among the unruly inhabitants of Formosa. 
According to a book written by Mr. 
Taxexosut, a member of the Japanese Diet, 
which has formed the subject of some 
notice, it would seem that any attempt at 
establishing a system of civilized law into 
the country would be completely hopeless 
and the only thing to do has been to make 
a compromige and to deal with the natives 
according to their own customs, as far as it 
is possible to administer them. To this 
system, however, Mr. TAKEKOSHI is some- 
what strongly opposed, and he has expressed 
his hope that it may be possible to do away 
with it at an early date. This view of the 
subject is natural on the part of one who 
has ao acqua ntance with the principles of 
civilized Jaw; but at the same time it will 
probably be found desirable to adhere to 
the plan which has been adopted and not to 
attempt to improve upon it, by any tao 
rapid or violent change:. Experience in 
other places has proved that it is possible 
under circumstances similar to those exist- 
ing in Formosa, to administer justice in a 
fair and equitable manner, while adopting 
many of the customs of an inferior race. 
The plan is not by any means new. Indeed 
it ia as old as the Roman Empire, where 
law was wisely administered, among the 
conquered nations, largely according to 
to the customs which they recognised, 
tempered, however, as far as possible by 
the more advanced principles of Roman 
jurieprudence. The same plan has been 
in India and in some of 
the British Colonies, and has been found to 
work satisfactorily.; It speaks well for the 
statesmanly instincts of the Japanese that 
they should bave seen the advantage of 
making use of this stepping stone to a more 
satisfactory system when the time for its 
adoption shall have arrived. There would 
seem no reason to doubt that it may be as 
satisfactorily worked in Formosa as it has 
been elsewhere. The great advantage of 
such a system is that it has the support 
of the natives themselves; aud that, by 
adopting it, it is possible to oblain the 
natives’ concurrence in carrying it out. 
In Formosa the natives are generally 
spoken of as savages, and unfortunately 
the term applies in its strictest sense to a 
por:ion of them, the hill tribes who re- 
gularly live on plunder, and among whom 
no one’s life is safe. But there is a large 
portion of natives, who though of a low 
seale of civilisation, are not completely 
savage. They at least have certain recogn- 
ised customs by means of which a rough 
kind of justice is maintained among them- 
selves ; and it is: well worth while making 
the attempt to use these as a tasis upon 
which the Courts may act in settling their 
disputes and maintaining order. 

Of course there are limits beyond which 
wu system of this kind cannot be carried ; 
and it is the part of those who have to 
apply it to see that no custom manifestly 
unjust is acted upon, There is at first 
some difficulty in ascertaining with accuracy 
what really are the customs, but this 
difficulty is usually got over by consulting 
the persons who are recognised by the 
people themselves as authorities on this 
subject. This is the plan which is resorted 
to in certain cases in India and which has 
long been adopted with success in the 
Colony of Natal. Indeed a judge well 
informed upon general principles of juris- 
prudence, can without difficulty grasp the 
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effective meaning of euch customs even 
though they come to him ina foreign shape, 
and often he can by his judgments properly 
explained to the natives, gradually modify 
them and improve upon them where they 
require alteration without entirely ignoring 
them. By this means the natives are 
by degrees brought to sympathise 
with the priociples of a more enlichtened 
jurisprudence without having their pre- 
jJudices roused by seeing cherished customs 
altogether set aside. It is not unnatural 
that men who have been imbued with more 
advanced ideas are inclined to set aside such 
customs altogether; but experience proves 
that such drastic measures are likely to 
lead to disappointment. and possibly to 
trouble. Much may be ddne, as above 
pointed out, by a gradual modification 
of the principles upon which a half civilised 
and subject peopte have lony proceeded. 
In the main such customs are really u first 
attefupt at securing the main princizles of 
justice ; and with a little tact and skill they 
can be brought. more and more into accord 
with those of civilized nations. 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 
a ce 
( Daily Presa 11th June). 

That the Imperial Conference of the 
Colonial Premiers was not altogether a 
success is undeniable, and to account for 
this there were doubtless more than cne 
sufficient reason, Perhaps of all these the 
most efficient was the fact that however of 
late the individual members tried to disguise 
it, the Guvernment presided over by Sir 
Henry CaMPBELL-BANNERMAN was dis- 
tinctly out of sympathy with the movement. 
Still the little that was done was on the whole 
satisfactory, so far as it went, and that may 
be accepted as as much as could be expected 
considering the antecedents of His Majesty’s 
present administration. As a matter of 
t&t, indeed, it .was ouly the uriversal 
display of a public opinion in favour of the 
objects of the Conference that at tbe Inst 
moment determined the Little Englanders of 
the Government to allow their preconceived 
ideas of centrifugalism to remain for the 
nonce, at lenst, in abeyance. Another 
potent factor wag doubtless that dislike to 
innovation, and a prevailing desire to 
safeguard the first step, which is iustinctive 
in the race, and wrhtob prevails through the 
Colonies to an even wider degree than 
at home; and which with the principal 
Colonial premiers, and more esp2cially with 
Sir Wiirrep Laverer led toa hesitancy 
about the very first step .hat seemed con- 
trary to his usual quickness of grasp. Two 
important things with regard to the future of 
the Conference have, however, been settled ; 
the firat of this is that it is to be abiding and 
not sporadiz; the second, that it is to he 


‘Imperial and not werely Colonial, and as 


such to be presided over by the Premier of 
England us senior, and not by an elected 
President, nor by the head of the Foreign 
Office, whose stitus as chief only of a 
subordinate office must carry less weiyht 
than that of the head of the Govern- 
ment of the dav. The firat of these carries 
With it the intimation that the British 
Premier sits as primus inter pares, not as 
one outside whose authority wasexoteric. It 
was evident that behind all there wus a feel- 
ing of reserve on the part of the Colonial 
representatives, not altogether without 
justification from hiatory, that beneath the 
shadow «f what was proposed to be called a 
a “Council” there lay hidden the germs of 
what might at some time or other be avail- 
able for interfering with that autonomy of 
action which the direct conduct of the Home 
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Government had raised into a colonial 
tradition. Even without going back to the 
lamentable results of the Georgian poliey of 
Colonial Taxition, there were Inter episodes 
that seemed to indicate that the wishes and 
interests of the Colonies were not al- 
ways paramount io the minds of home 
statesmen, and examples as in the New- 
foundiand fishery affair, where Colonial 
wishes were deliberately set aside, without 
even the courteous preliminary of saying 
“By your leave, Gentlemen”, were not 
likely to increase the confidence of the 
Colonies in a British Council. Thoughts 
i like these were evidently at tho bottom of 
the seemingly needless declaration that no 
resolutions of the Uonference should have 
executive authority, and show how very 
far still the Empire is from practical con- 
federation, In fact the home country will 
have much to do to compensate fur the 
backway made withia the last eighteen 
montis by the Government of all the 
talents. Perhaps after all it is beat so, for 
if the Conference had been held uoder Mr. 
Batrour’s Administration by wh‘ch it had 
been arranged, many of these safeguards 
since found necessary would have been 
neglected, and an entirely wrong opinion 
of the functions and powers of the home 
Ministry of the day caused a disastrous 
break up when first the Conference met to 
discuss real business. 

Fortunately, too perbaps, the late Con- 
ference has had nothing more import«nt 
to discuss than preferential Tariffs. Here 
the Conference was sure to come at cross 
purposes with the present Government, but 
the effect, notwithstanding the attitude of 
the Government has heen on the whole 
satisfactory, and there is no doubt that the 
opposition to a reform of the Tariffs as 
between the Home Land and the Colonies 
has sensib'y weakened. Most of the Home 
constituencies had never, in fact, heard the 
subject discussed cutside the Hustings, 
where of course each party confined itself 
in great measure to its party crics of the 
day. To hear the subject spoken to and 
discussed by statesmen altogether outside 
the ring of mere English politics was to the 
majority of people in Engiand a new reve- 
lation. To the Premier of the Common- 
wealth the effect of the discussion on the 
intimate relations of Unionist, Liberal, or 
Radical was of no interest whatever; 18 
effect on the Empire at large, and the 
relations between the Home country and 
the Commonwealth were all that concerned 
him in his representative fharacter, and that 
he should have spoken on this subject with 
no half-hearted reservation will be accepted 
throughout the Home country as 8 clear 
indication that there is something more 10 
the policy urged by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN than 
the experts vf the Cobden Club would have 
the people of.the British Islands believe. 

Another subject of interegte discussed at 
the Conference cannot be passed over in the 
most euperficial review without notice, and 
that is the by no means satisfactory con- 
dition in which the Permanent Secretariat 
has been arranged. From the general drift 
of the discussions it wasapparently intended 
that it should form an entirely independent 
section of Goverament, free from party 
control. This under the system in the end 
hurriedly adopted is only very partially the 
case. It is,in fact, to be merely a section 
of the Colonial Office, and responsible to 
the Colonial Secretary fog the time being. 
Tt is true the scheme wis left unfinished, 
an what is perhaps wore to the purpose, 
there was no precedent to guon. Tho very 
essence of an Imperial Department is that 
it should ne entirely outside of party 
politics, Lut prpbably the step was too: wid 
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to take all at once ; and the present device 
was acknowledged as at best a stop-gap to 
be properly constituted when exverience 
had shown the needs of the post. Most ren- 
sonable men in the Empire are thoroughly 
sick of the absard lengths to which the 
practice of party Government has been 
carried, and it seems a pity that of this, the 
first opportunity that has presented itself 
fora long time of bettering the position, 
more advantage has not been taken. 


IMAGINATION.

casual remark sometimes made by a 
bystander observing a procession of Chinese 
cooties leads to reflectisns on the subject of 
imagination, These patient labourers, 
laughing and chattering amongat them- 
selves, frequently prompt foreigners who 
have some idea of their lot to wonder at 
their apparent happiness. Working hard 
day after day for twenty cents or less, pro- 
curing thereby only the meagreat portion 
of the barest necessities, how can they afford 
to laugh? The foreigner, in comparison 
with them surfeited with luxuries, has his 
lines of care, and perhaps in the midst of 
worrying over something or other, remarks 
the cheerfulness of the coolie. They are 
“better off” than he is, he concludes, and 
says something platitudinal about the com- 
plexities of civilization and the advantages 
of the Simple Life. ‘ We ery for things 
we imagine we need,” one such person said 
the other day, and one of his words seemed 
arrestive. Was there a clue in the word 
“imagination”? A form of reproach not 
uncommon is to say of a person that he 
lacks imagination. Imaginntion, it is 
generally understood, is a quality of the 
higher civilization. Its possession in a 


‘marked degree deno‘es status: its possessor 


is one of the highest products of evolution : 
if manifested in art, his “ gift’ makes him 
a genius. It is talked of as “the gift’, be 
it noted, and none question its value. Can 
it be that the popular estimate is too sweep. 
log—that there is another side of the shield 
to betray the disad vantages of imagination ? 

we turn to the Bible, with its 
score of references to the faculty, we 
find that other side of the shield exclusively 
pictured. It is always vain or wicked. In 
no instance is the human imagination cited 
therein ag in anyway a good quality. 
SHAKESPEARE, as he always does, notices 
many sides, 

*‘ The Innatio, the lover, ard the poet 

Aro of imag®ation all compact.” 

The imaginations of the lunatic we can 
guess at, We call them hallucinations, but 
both words fit. There is really little need 
for the hairsplitting definitions of Crass, 
Trencu,and other precisians of that gender. 
The imaginations of the lover, also, we 
desoribe*as pleasing fancies, and predict 
that his anticipatory images will breed 
disappointment. ‘The imagination of the 
poet is the particular kind that bas led to 
the popular and undiscriminating esteem 
for the faculty. It is a source of intellectual 
elevation, leading to a mental Parnassus. 
Scieutifically, psychologically, wo kuow that 
the word is misleading. ‘There is really no 
such thing. What we call imagination, 
even in ite noblest forms, becomes, under 
analysis, a mere mosaic of conceptions 
derived from experieuce, from perceptions 

Tous Muiton’s 
great imagery of the unquenchabls lake of 
fire, grand us itda irom a liverary point of 
view, is tothe psycholugist no more than 
anh 6 ted concept founded on ex- 
periences of littie earthly conflagratione. 
The pain and dread that particular fancy or 
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imagination has caused to countless thou- 
sands of worthy people serves to bring us 
back to the point that the faculty of 
imagination may Bot be always a source of 
happiness to the average human being. 
Some such idea as that which caused 
WHITMAN to remark that the beasts of the 
field do not lie awake at night thinking of 
their sins seems possible in the case of our 
illustrative coolies, Do they maintain their 
cheerfulness because they have less imag n- 
ation than those who envy them’ ‘The 
suggestion is not implausible. Certainly 
many of us suffer from a too lively imagin- 
ation, If it be of the anticipatory pleisaat 
kind, it is not worth the certainty of later 
disillusion ; if it be unpleasant, we are not 
compensated for the pr-liminary dreal by 
the subsequent dissipation of the bogie. 
This latter kiad of imagination is very 
common, and we must add t.) SHAKESPEARE'S 
list of the lunatic, lover, and poet, the 
coward. Elsewher-, indeel, the bard has 
noted that individual’s form of imagination 
as when intothe mouth of Cazsar he puts 
the words, “ Cowards die many times before 
their deaths.’’ The thousand little worries 
of ordinary daily life may many of them be 
included in the category. Tne shadows 
that harbinger coming events are always 
bigger than their cause, The imagined 
trouble of to-morrow is greater than the 
positive discomfort of to-day. We are 
perturbed over things that do not matter 
because we imagine they may or will matter. 
The so-valled “ gift” of imagination makes 
the heir to a legacy unhappy in showing 
him a dozea ways in which he may lose his 
inheritance ; it curses the healthy mao with 
vivid impressions of possible infections ; it 
peoples the dark, the unknown, with horrid 
creatures; and though we cannot deny the 
“pleasures of imagination,” it seeus we 
must emphasise its sorrows also. The rose 
of imagiuation, in short, has ils thorns; and 
there is the temptation to envy the coolie 
who, if he enjoy not the fragrance and 
colour of the flowers, at least seems able to 
ignore the prickles. 


WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE.

Ittis a curious coincidence that at the time 
when the Chinese took steps to study; 
Western Institutions and sent a Commission 
to Europe to obtain information as to their , 
working, more especially in regard to 
Representative Government, a movement 
should have tuken shape, which of all others 
is calculated to make the Celestial mind 
sceptical as to the advantages to be derived 
from their adoption. The idea of women 
taking any practical part in the government 
of the country—the Empress Dowager 
always excepted—must secm to the Chinese 
the acme of absurdity. If any members of 
the Commission happened to be inthe House 
of Commons, when it was besieged by the 
suffragists, they must indeed have felt 
reason to congratulate themselves upon 
having occular demunstration of what the 
introduction of Western institutions is 
likely to lead to. That the most august 
political assembly in the Kingdom should 
be invaded by a screaminy body of advanced 
women demanding the suffrage, so fur as 
the attentions of the Police would allow 
their voices to be heard, must have appeared 
the queerest of all the queer things that the 
Chinese have ever heard of on the part of 
the outer barbarians. Fancy such an 
invasion of a Chinese Council or Yamen! 
The thing is absolutely unthinkable, and it 
this is the logical conclusion of recognising 
the rights of the people, the Commissivners 
would probably deem themaeives justified in 


| tinues to be constituted as it is, 
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recommending that they should be left . 


severely alone. 

The women’s voting question however 
still attracts a great deal of discussion and 
bids fair to become a standing dish during 
the silly season. The subject is one open 
to so much high sounding platitude on the 
one side and to so much superficial “ chaff” 
on the other, that it is difficult to get 
people to look upon it in its plain practical 
light. Tha object of giving certain persons 
vote for Parliamentary representatives is 
broadly speaking two-fold—to secure fret 
that the Government of the country shall 
be in conformity with the wishes of the 
large majority and secondly that the 
best talent may be obtained for 
carrying on the Government. Upon 
neither of these grounds can it be said that 
cause has been shown for so momentous a 
change as the suffragists and “ suffragettes ” 
are clamouring to see introduced. That 
the psitions of womea both legally and 
politically has up to: recent times been 
anomalous is not to be denied. This was 
ouly a result of the old ideas partly of 
Roman and partly of Feudal origin which 
have formed so important an element in the 
history not only of Britain but of all 
European nations. Theseideas however 
have been largely modified in recent times 
and ia our own country have practically 
almost ceased to exist. In respect to wo- 
men, legislation of late years has been 
inarkedly in their favour, Their eligibilit 
fur election on School Boards is a notable 
instanca of this as regards their political 
and sncial status; whileths Married Women's 
Property Act of 1882 did away with the last 
remnant of anything in the form of sub. 
jection of women eit :er as to their personal 
powers or as to their property. There is, 
therefore, no cause for complaint that the 
rights and iaterests of women are disregard- 
ed by Parliaments elected by mere men— 
nor indeed has any such ground been taken 
up—the complaint being that women are 
not recognised as on an equality with the 
other sex. This, ina certain sens3, is no 


- doubt true, but it is so only in respect to 
‘ the particular matter of voting—not as to 


their rights and status generally. 

A consideration, however, of the reasons 
why voting power should be graated must 
make it plain that there is ample grounds 
why women should not have the vote. This 
will be so at least as long as society con. 
Whatever 
may be the state of matters if women, as is 
possible, take a very much larger part ino 
the business side of life than at present, 
as long as men have the onus and respon- 
sibility of the conduct ofthe particular kind 
of work which in the aggregate makes up 
the active life of the State, it is obvious 
that their voice should have a preponderat- 
ing influence on the manner in which the 
State is to ba governed. The instincts 
which have been evolved by centuries 
of business and working habits in con. 
nection with the hard :oatters of life, to say 
nothing of their daily duties of dealing with 
such matters often on a very large scale, fit 
meno more or less for taking part in the 
larger questions of State—whils the more 
retired life, which, even in these advanced 
days, is still considered the chief sphere 
of women’s activity, does not give them 
that experience iu deal.ng with the kind of 
business that has to be grappled with by 
those upon whom the responsibility of 
goveroing the State devolves. If women 

enerally speaking had experience of 
one i nag agi ivasiusas oF life, if 
the bulk of them conducted mercantile 
estublisifmeats and became directors 
of large shippiog Insurance and other 
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companies, they would, each in her own 
sphere, get something of the knowledge and 
training which-fit men tothe business of the 
State. All experience proves that mere 
book knowleage of such matters is not only 
insufficient but often dangerous, and this 
is the nost that the best infurmed of women 
are likely to atiain to sv long as the chief 
sphere of their interests must of necessity 
lie in their homes'and in social questions 
which naturally come within their cogni- 
sance. In their own s;here women not only 
have all the rights of meu, but a great deal 
more, and the advanced peisons who wish 
to claim the rights of men, will do well to 
consider how much of the privileges of 
women they will have to sacrifice iu order 
to ol tain them. 

There is also another practical beariug- of 
the subject which should not be overlooked. 
If womeo had the vole in a country like 
Great Britain, there would always be a 
danger of a Government being either 
returned or ousied by sume sensati-nal cry, 
which would appeal to women’s feelings to 
the exclusion of ail uther and possibly much 
more impoitant considerations. We have 
seen enough of the werking of this princ‘ple 
in the part which the false reports alout 
Chinese slavery in the Transvaal played in 
the last election. Any topic of that kind, 
worked up ia a way Which would appeal to 
the feinale imagination, would be sufficient 
to command a large number of their votes, 
and there would thus be more danger even 
than there is at present (which is assuredly 
enough) that by some similar catch words of 
a taking character the female vote might be 
caught without any reference to or ‘con- 
sideration of much more important issues 
that might be involved ip a change of 
Government. We have had warning enough 
of this cuntingency as the franchise now 
stands, and will certainly do well to 
hesitate to introduce a- radical change for 
which there is no real call, which will 
undoubtedly have the effect of increasing 
this danger. 


JAPANESE COMMENTS ON 
ENGLAND.

If to see ourselves as others gee us be 
oceasionally a good thing, we would like to 
gee more of the kind of articles that have 
lately figured in the Daily Mat. In that 
increasingly popular auxiliary of the British 
breaktast 1able, Mr. K. Sucimuera, special 
correspondent of the Tokyo Asahi, has been 
giving his impressions of England and 
English ways. It is somewhat ot a bracing 
douche, fur instance, especially to Brituns 
residing in China, to sead that Englaud is 
a slave to “alo custom.” The Japanese 
observer remarks: ‘‘If I were asked the 
thing that has impresse! me most here I 
would reply the strergth—sometimes the 
tyranny—of the Unwritten Law. Custum 
seems {0 rule absolujely in this country to 
an extent unknuwn and unimagined by me 
before. Custom limits the action of people 
more absolutely iu England than strict, 
-written legislation does in my own land. 
The Unwritten Law of England controls 
from the very great to the exccediugly little, 
and all men bow to it. I find that my 
dress, the colour of my purse, and the 
colour of the very travelling bay | carry 
are dicided for we by public opinion.” His 
iliustrations are sometiiues forced, but here 
again he unwittingly helps us tu see our- 
_ selves, for we are irresistibly let to suspect 
' that similar weaknesses must be noted iu 
foreign notes ubout Far Eastern peuples. 
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Things farfetched and half understood are 
the weapons common to the globetrotter of 
all natious. As a matter of fact, with regard 
to fashion and dress convertions, Mr. 
Sucimuza errs on'y in imagining thit 
Japan is free from them. On the subject 
of Euglish servants and their familiar way 
of speaking, Mr. Suaimura shares the 
same disadvantage as the foreigu visitor to 
Japan. He did nut discover the true type. 
The globetrotter’s essay on Japanese ser- 
vauis takes cognisance ouly of the species 
that has evolved to wait upo: his kind, 
and this Japattese visitor’s ideas of the 
Euglish servant were evidently based oo 
experiences of the waiter in a London 
chop-house. It is true he met anvther kin |, 
but he has no complaint to make ot the 
butler’s manners. Tney must have been 
irreproachable, The incideut is well worth 
repealing : ; 

One erenios I visited a certain house and rang 
the bell. A gentleman osme to the door and 
opened it, He was dressed in evening clothes; 
he was quite a fins-looking fellow, and spok- 
Euglish very fluently, aud he must bave been an 
Englishman, I took off my hat in defer -nos. 
I bowed very low, in Japanese fashion (for in 
my country we often bow like a carpenters 
measure), then I held oat my hand to sh ke 
bands with him. I, of course, thought that he 
was an honoured member of the houschold, 
Imagine what wax my chagrin when I after- 
wards found that he was a butler ! 

Our critic waxes a little superior 
occasionally, as when he di-covers that the 
Engiish fad of the moment is the 
imuiemorial custom of Japan, The “ fresh 
air’ ‘cure? Japau has believed in 
pueumotherapy for the past 2,500 ald 
vears, And so on. He rightly c ndemosg 
the over-furnishing of. the Enzlish living 
room, but then, English writers have already 
dwelt on that, and the Japauese are just as 
much slaves to lumber, only they stow it 
away differently. On the subject of women 


and clothes, there will arise mauy to say’ 


that Mr. Sucrmura has scored a bull. They 
will say it as if jestingly, but with ao 
undertone of earnestness. Mr. Suaimura 
the intrepid hints that “ it is possible 
English ladies would gain more than they 
lost if they devoted more time to home 
affuirs.”’ He is shocked by their affecting 
the kimono, doubtless because they wear it 
wrongly, but he firmly condemns the big 
hut and the trailing skirt, and to him, 
evening frocks are indeceut, 

“Corsets have been so much discussed that I 
ehall net deal with hem, except to state my 
Lope that it will be a long time before they 
coms into general use io Japan. If I have gone 
too far in what I say, and if my readers find 
anything offensive in my frank speech, kindly 
remember that I am a stranger, knowing 
nothing of your social eliquette.” 

He thinks that even good wives are too 
familiar with their hushands, in England. 
He prefers the Japanese fashion. “ We think 
in Japan that the husband is greater than 
the wife, and that the wife should do him 
reverence and pay him respect. We have 
many good arguments to support us in so 
thinking, but this is vot the jlace to advance 
their.” What will he say when he sees a 
mob of guffragettes

‘The CoLONIAL SECRETARY replied as follows: 

(1) A precis is laid on the table showing how 
Government has d-alt with certain of the re- 
commendations, how it proposes to deal 
with others, and how many are still under 
consideration. 

(2) An Ordinance amending the Puablio 
Heilth and Buildings Ordinance will be 
necessary and steps are being taken to prepare 
one. It is impossible at preseut to fix a definite 
date for its introduction, . 

(3) Recommendations that do not require an 
amendment of the Law and which are approved 
will ba carried out 2 scon as possible haying 
regard to the circumstances in each case. 

THE PUBLIC HEALTH AND” BUILDINGS 
ORDINANCE AM-NDM NT. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved the firat 
reading of a Bill eatitled An Ordinance to 
amend the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance, 1903. 5 ; 

The CoLonriaL SscesTary seconded. In 
doing so he said—In connection with this the 
question of compansation may arise and I 
beg to lay on the table a copy of the petition 
presented to the Governor by la&dlords with 
regard to compsnaation under the Bill of 19/2 
which subsequently became law in 1993. From 
this it will bs sean that the landowners were 
p‘rfectly well satisfied with all the coucsszions 
except one which was subsequently granted. 

His ExceLLency—Gentlemen, Before I 
put the question to the Coancil concernin 
the passing of the first reading of this Bill 
I would beg leave {o make a few remarks. I 
shall not be altogether in order in so doing 
but p-rhapsth+ Council will grant me the ia- 
dulgence in the present circumstances. ‘I his is 
the first instalment of the legislation which will 
become necessary owing to the recom mendations 
made by the Commissioaers who have inquired 
into the administration of the Sani Dopart- 
ment. I trast that this Bill and the. precis 
of ‘those recommendations coataining the pro- 
posals of the Government therton will be 
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aceepied as an earnest of the faot that the ; As soon as the families come in they will pat Asma cekod a certain nanbee oP POO as an earnest of the fact tbat the 
Government propose to deal thoroughly and 
honestly with the report of the Commissioners. 
It would appear, gentlemen, recently what I may 
call the domestico-political atmosph ra has been 
somewhat surcharged withelectricity. It would | 
seem as if the impression was abroad that the 
Government did not propose to deal in a 
sympathetic manner with the recommendations 
of the Commissioners, Now, g-ntlemen, I 
would beg to remind you that the report of the 
Commissiovers criticises in a scathing manner 
a department for the administration of which 
the Government is more or less respon-ible. 
It fell to the lot of certain officers to reply to 
those criticisms and in their turn to ariticise. 
It happened that (he cfficers upon whom the 
duty fell represented the Rose, the Shamrock 
ené@ the Thistle. Now, I need hardly remind 
you that if you rc ughly handle the roge or the 
thistla they are bound tc prick you As for that 
innocent li‘tle plant, the shamrock, is it not 
the emblem of a rac+ which is not accnstomed 
to sit down silently under a grievance? ‘lhe 
Government consider that in this matter they 
have somewhat of a gri-vance, for {he report of 
the Commissioners charges them in fact with 
adopting an unsympathetic attitude on what 
I may call their plague policy towards the 
Chinese population, Well, gent'emen, having 
received a broadside from the Commissiouers 
aod having returned that broadside we ara now 
only too anxious to consider in the most 
sympathetic manner the recommendations and 
sugeestions which tha Commissioners have 
made. (Applau:e.) I indicated ag much in the few 
remarks I] mae at the opaning of this session 
but somehow or other these remarks seem ts have 
been forgotten or in the heat of controversy they- 
have beeu discounted. Amongs! the s-veral re- 
commendations and sugg: stions by the Commis. 
sioners (here is one to which I would like tw refer 
at some little length. That is the question 
of cubicles, Now, gentlemon, that is # most. 
important subject, for it touches the 
living accommodation of the poorer classes 
of the C inese communify. TI have daring 
the Jast few mouthy, sinca my return from 
leave, devoted great deal of time and a great 
deal of thought 10 this question, I have 
studied it not in my office in an arm-chair 
but by going ont into tha town aud ravisiting 
blocks of houses with which I have been 
well acquainted during the last fourteen years 
owing to the opportunities offered to ma while 
I was in the police, while I worked in two 
plague epidemics, and while 1 was a mmb-r 
of the Sanitary Beard. The result of my 
inspection, I. wou'd like tovay here, is that 
a@ whole is iu 
far more sanitary oconditon just nucw than | 
ever I have known it before. 1 think 
that a great deal of credit for this fact 
is due to the Sanitary Board, to the officers 
who hed the direct control of the sanitary staff, 
and (o the sani'ary staff itself, and las: but. not 
least to the Chinese community who have 
learned to appreciate the valua of kegy-ing 
thoruughly clean their own domestic dwellings. 
But my inspection proved to me one thing, 
and that is that the existing law relating to 
cubicles hag failed. (Hear, hear, and applause.) 
We hoped, gentlemen, those who sat around 
this table for emany weeks considering that 
Ordinange, No 1 of 1903 and No, 23 of 19:3 
that by prohibiting cubicles in new houses we 
should force landowners to put upa more gani- 
tary type of dwelling. I may tell you that 
our hopes are woefully disappointed. ‘The sort 
of th'ng that happens is this. Houses hava to 
be rebuilt: architects send in placs to us 
showing the old deep funneted shaped type 
of house lighted fore and aft but not 
at the side with which we are familiar. 
I: received one of these plans not long ago 
myself and we wrote to the architect on 
behalf of the owner, Wea said wa beg to 
remind you that when ‘hess houses are bnilt 
cubicles will not be allowed on the floors. The 
architect ,wrote ack in polite terms “you 
mind your own business. The cubicles are 
regulated by the law and we know the law 
as well ag you.’* What will be the fate of 
those houses? The owner will let them to 
another man who will sub-let them by the 
floor, The lessees of the floors, if the flongs 
are inhabited as tenement dwellings, will sub- 
let them to a number of different families. 
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As soon as the families come in they will put , 
up cubicles. In comes the sanitary ins- 
pector, down go the cubicles. Out goes the 
sanitary inapector up g : the cubicles again. And 
so this kind of Sisyphean jagglery goes on. You 
never really get rid of these cubiclas. After a 
| time along comes an epidemic and some 
| Europeans are attacked by the disease. There is 
an immediate outery “what is the negligent 
Government doing ? Why don't they clear out 
these hotbeds of disease?" The hotbeds are then 
cleared out. An interval of some years elap ses 
during which plague is checked but trade 
geta very bad and things are depressed. Then 
the sume |.eople come forward and say “ These 
Government offici-Is are well named blighters, 
for they blight the whole land by ‘heir unreason- 
able regulations. Whoever hear of asking the 
Chinese families to live without cubicles?” Bo 
the sordid story goes on to tha and of the 
chapter. Now, gentlemen, Iam perf: -ctly con- 
vinced that you will have this cubicle question 
with you as long as you live, ualess you take 
st-ps to force the owners of property to put up 
sanitary hougas in which cubiole l-ke rooms oan 
be built in wiich Chinese families can decently 
live I b-lieve such can ba done without loss. 
We have mada proposals under which a larger 
uumber of people will te allowed to inhabit 
decen ly satitary houses than were allowed under 
the old type. Lam iu great hopes that the com- 
munity as a whole will tak» this subject 
into their most serious consideration avd 
try to arrive this time at some me- 
thod of dealing wth this question whioh ! 
will really settle it opce of all, It ig a vere 
serious matter and affects the preaperity of the 
Colony. Plague mars loss of m-n«y, but thera ar- 
other epidemics of disease b sides plague to ba 
thought of, and as long ae aningan: itary type 
of house is allowed to be built ad infinitum. 
one insanitary type of house to replace an- 
other that has gona before it. 
never be any permaoent improrament, Gen- 
tlemen, I have made these few remarks becansa 
I consider that of all the points that have 
been brought forward in the repart of the 
Commission thera is no 
a greater bearing on the prosperily of the 
Colony than this question of the housing of the 
Chinexe population.

T'hera ara a few joints 
to which I would Ike to refer, Tho first 
ix the paper No. 24, a copy of which har 
been laid on the tabla and which includes a 
copy of the letter datad 3rd Decemb-r, 19412, 
addressed to His Excellency Sir Henry 
Biake by Mr. Shelton Hooner. ‘That letter,

Having b-en 
amember of theC‘ommission, of which he was also 
a member, I very naturally asked him how it 
came about that he had signed, along with other 
members of the Commission, therec :mmendations 
which were contain-d in the body of report in 
view of Chat letter.

| SF fakes the form of a personal explanation on 
bshalf of him as one of my colleagues on the late 

Commission . I trast I shall be allowed therefore 

on behalf of Mr. Hooper to make an explanation 

showing that ha bas been p-rfectly consi-tent 
threnghout in what he bas written. As Your 

Excellency willremember when thedraft bill No. 1 

of 19 3 wa- put before the public the principal 

landowners in Hongkong, including about twelve

As originally 
drafted no provis on was mad; for compenration 
baton the r presentations of certain property 
owners wards ware incorporated in sabsection 3 
section 175 (now 18) providing that the am ‘unt 
of compensation to be paid to th« owner should be 
d»termined by arbitration At the time Mr. 
Hooper wrote the latter, December 3rd, 1902, 
it was cnly abont six weeks after the petition 
had been Iicwavdes to the Governor—that was 
before the final draft had been passed oy 
the Cou-cil—ia any oas3 abiat a month 
befere that bill became law. Mr, Hooper in 
writing to Sir Henry Blake referred to the 
sma question of compensa‘ion and it wag 
perfect y true that he made use of the words 
quoted by your Excellency jin your 
memorandum. (Reads) Mr. Hooper tells me 
that when he wrote that letter through 
& misconception which he reyrets, he wag 
not thoroughly conversant with the new 
| Bill before it was finally passed. When he 
wrote that letter ha wis under the impression 
tha: the Government had houestly and loyally 
adopted the recommendations put forward in 
the r-port which had been drawn up at the 
‘nstance of the landowners. That is Mr.

found to be the existing state of affairs, 
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His Excetimncy-I did not use the word 
abuse. 

The Hon. Mz. Hewsett—I beg your pardon, 
Your Excellency. I withdraw my.remark, In 
any case you spoke of the report having given 
the Government as broadside. That was not 
intend-d. There was no question of an exchange 
of broadsides between the non-official members 
and the Government in this matter. In the 
report the;members of the Commission honeatly, 
sincerely and fearlessly stated exactly, after 
nearly a year's careful consideration. what they 
That 
it was a most ungraciousand difloult task wa 
realised from the first. When His Excellency 
Sir Matthew Nathan first asked me to become a 
member of the committee and later chairman of 
the ( ommission which resulted, I knew perfeot- 
ly well from my knowledge gained during nearly 
thirty years in the Far East, of which fifteen 
years had been epent in Hongkong, and from 
my knowledge gained during three or four years’ 
work of the Sanitary Board that we would be 
compelled to pass very stroog criticism upon 
certain sections of the administration of this 
great department and as a natural consequence I 
should have unfortunately as a inember of the 
commission to sign my name to comments on 
the official action of gentlemen who have been 
personal friends,some very good personal friends, 
for a great number of years. In accepting 
that my colle gues and myself felt that 
any comment we might have to make 
was justified by the fact that His Ex- 
cellency felt constrained to appoint a Com- 
migsion with all the powers of a Koyal Com- 
mission so as to sift tie whole matter to the 
bottom. We did our duty as well as we 
could. We are all human and fallible 
and liable to error. We realise that it 
would be absurd to expect the Government to 
adopt our report in toto but we thonght and 
expected that that report would be received in 
a more impartial manner aud ia a less hostile 
spirit than hes been displayed by the words you 
nacd in criticism of thisreport. Tha last words 
Sir Matthew Nathan said in reference to this 
report before leaving the Colony were that he 
trusted it would be ciscussed in a spirit of im- 
partiality, or words to that effect. ‘bat isthe 
spirit in which the members of the Commission 
aud, I am enre, my unofficial colleagues on the 
Counci] would wish to approach the subject. 
T sincerely trust that in the interests of the 
Colony, for which I am sure we are’ all working, 
that that will be the spirit in which we will 
be met by official members of this Council 
when the moment arrives for its discussion. 
I will not detain this Counoil any looger, Your 
Excel'enoy. The questions of cnbicles eto. 
are burning questions. We specially stated in 
the report that the subject of cubicles was one 
which required furt: er consideration. /What 
I do ask and hope is that we will recpgnise 
in disoussing this‘report tha necessity for 
meeting each other fairly and frankly, and 
honestly and sincerely endeavouring to discuss 
this question, here or elsewhere, in a spirit 
of perfect good friendship and unanimity, 
working in the best interests of the (olony. 
I regret having felt called upon to make these 
remarks, which I would not have dune as 6 
member®of the late Commission had I not felt 
that a certain amount of personal feeling and

“animus had crept into the discussion. I do not say 


that itis altogether on one side. I regret that 
we have not had public feeling expressed more 
than in the few articles which appeared in the 
local papers, but | feel conviaced that the feeling 
iu the Colony isin favour of a thor-ugh reform 
of the! epartment. There isonly one point :o 
which I would specially refer in regard to these 
recommendations which have just been laid 
before us.

the department. Your Excellency, I can say 
it entirely from the point of view 
understand I must hold I con-ider 
that as stated in our report the Sanitary Depart- 
ment should not be run as an entirely Guvern- 
ment Nepartment under the control of a Govern- 
ment Official, and I feel sure that further 
consideration and discussion will show this to be 
the consensus of opinion in the Colony. That 
the Chairman of the Sanitary Board should be 
aGovernment Official may be admit: ed to be feasi- 
and I am quite prepared to be convinced 
that the transfer of the Chairmanship may be 
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advisable, Since about the year 1888 the control 
of the department has been with the Board 
and this was confirmed by ‘he Ordinacce vo. 1 
of 19 3, It was only by this passing of No, 23 
of that year that the Administration was trans- 
ferred to a Government Official who had sole 
control of the Department. The control of 
this Department must revert to the Board. 
Tt must not remain as itis. The Ordinance 
No. 23 of 19-3 must be cancelled. : 

His ExceLtyency—There is jast one word 
I would like to say. It is in respeot 
to the question that the honourable member 
bas last referred to: in regard fo that and 
all other principal questions I am only 
continuing the policy which received the 
final endorsement of Sir Matthew Nathan 
before he ‘left this Colony, It is an irre- 
fragable law of official etiquette that 
the Acting Governor should merely continue 
the policy of the departed Governor until such 
time as his successor arrives. However, gentle- 
mep, I shall of cocrse weigh anything that 
the hon. -Member or any other hon. member 
has {o say on this point or on any other point but 
[ wish you to bear in wind that I am not ini- 
tiating any new policy of my own. That would 
be an act of disloyalty to the Governor who has 
left the C:lony. I am simply carrying on the 
policy whch I know he himself would have 
adopted if he had been hero. 

Vae Hon. Mr. Hewert—I trust your 
Excellency does not think 1 was personal in my 
remarks. I was discussi g it in aa impersonal 
manner, 

His EXceLLENCY - [I have never had any per- 
go al feeling in the matter of this report at all, 
It is the privilege ot a Colonial Secretary to 
criticise. I criticised and Sir Matthew Nathan 
apparently thought that those criticisms were 
conceived in a spirit which did not militate 
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against proper cousideration when he direoted 


that they should be printed and laid on the table 
at. the same time as the report of the Commission. 
He evidently thought that they were, taken on 
the whole, us-ful commentsonthereport. Iam 
very pleased to have heard the remarks of the 
hon. Member and I have not. the slightest 
doubt that we will amongst us ba able to arrive 
at conclusions on thie report which will be 
satisfactory to everybody and of considerable 
usa to the Colony. 

The motion was agreed to. 

HONGKONG AND SHANGHAI BANK. 

The Hon. Mr. Keswick moved the second 
reading of the Bill entitled An Ordinance to 
authorise the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation from time to time to increase the 
Capital of the said Corporation from the sum of 
Ten Millions of Dol'ars to a sum not exceeding 
the snm of ‘Twenty Millions of Dollars, and to 
continues incorporated fora further term of 21 
years; and to continue in force for a further 
period of 21 years the provisions of Section 3 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation Ordiuance, 1899, with reward to 
the Excess Issue of Bills aud Notes payable to 
bearer on demand. In doing so he said :— 
The Bill, the second reading of which 
I am abont to move, may bs subdivided under 
three heads :—First the increase from time to 
time of the capital of the H. & S. B. C. from 
ten millions to a sum not exceeding twenty 
millions ; second the incorporation of the Bank 
for a further period of 2] years; and third, the 
continuation for a pariod of 41 years of the 
provisions of section III. of the H.&+.B.C. 
Ordinance of 1899 with regard to its excess 
note issue. Besides its very large interest in 
this Colony, the Bank is by far the most 
important financial institution in biaa, 
and the scope of its work isso well known to 
all bon. members that they cannot buat ap- 
prove the desire of the shareholders to obtain 
the sanction of the Government for an increase 
of capital, That the shareholders a'so wish the 
incorporation of the Bank for a farther period 
of 21 years hardly calls for any comment, | 
think you will agree with me that it is most 
desirable to have this leading Bank olosely 
identified with the Colony. As regards the 
no{e issue, which is a matter of public intarest, 
I would remind the hoo, mambers that under 
the existing deed of settlement the Bank 
is autho:ized to issue notes to the amount of 
its present capital of $10,00',0u0 against the 
deposit of approved securities for 1/3ed of the 
amount with the Crowa Agents of the Colony 
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, in London. Thoagh permission is asked to 


increase the capital to 226,110,000, you are no 
doubt aware that the Bank does not propose to 
increase its capital beyond $15,0'0,00' at 
present, ‘The Bill before us coutinues the 
conditions attaching to the Bank's present note 
issoe, but for the inorease of - 5,000,000, it calls 
upon the Bank to deposit coin and or secarities 
to the full value thereof with the British 
G overnment either in London or in Hongkong. 
In the general interests of the Colony the 
Bank waa allowed in 1898 to issue notes, in 
excess of its authorized issue, against 
the deposit of coin or bullion with 
the Hongkong Goveroment—dollar for dollar 
—and a continuation of this permission is 
provided for by the last clause of the Bill. 
I think hon. members will agres with me 
that the interasts of the publio as noteholders 
are adequately protected by the conditions 
of the Bill. i now meve the second reading 
of the Bill. 

The CoLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and the 
resolution was agreed to. 

The Council resolved itself into committea 
to consider the Bill clause by clause. 

On resamiog, 

The Hon. Mr. Keswick moved the third 
reading of the Bill. 

The CoLontaL SecRETARY seconded, and 
the resolution was agreed to. 

NEDERLANDSCH INDISCHE HANDRLSBANK. 

The ATTORNEY GENERAL moved the first 
reading of a Bill entitled An Ordinance for 
giving to a Foreign Company called the Neder- 
landsch-Indische Handelsbink certaia facilities 
for carrying on its business in the Colony, 

The CotonraL SECRETARY seconded, and 
this was agreed to. 

BILLS OF EXCHANGE ORD'NANCE. 

The ATTORNEY GENERAL moved tha third 
reading of the Bill entitled Au Ordinance 
to amend the Bills of Exchange Ordinance, 
1885. 

The CoLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and 
this was agreed to.

Mr. Hoorge—ir, perhaps it is irregular,

The PrrstpENT—I am afraid you are not 
in order. When questions are asked and 
answers are given, no discussion can take 
place unless to elucidate, 

Mr. Hoopsr—It is to elucidate. 

The PresipENt—Will you put it in the 
form of a question. 

- Ho PERI was going to correct you. 
You use the word ‘members.’ We (the Com- 
mission) say ‘officers sgainst whom charges 
were made,’ It is rather important because in 
schedule B you have incorporated portion of 
schedule A in which the word ‘ offlcera’ is 
used, whereas if you look at the heading of 
schedule B you will see that it says 
“servants of the department.” There is a 
distinct difference laid down in the Ordinance 
yegarding these terms. Again, the words “a 
certain cflicer was transferred to another de- 
partment” were included. Asa matter of fact 
those words don’t aprear in our report. The 
report is dated March 19th, when the only in- 
formation the Commission had, said that«that 
officer had been suspended previous to being 
dismiszed by the Secretary of State. It was 
not natil Muy 15tb, two months afterwurds, 
that I, or any members of the Board or Com- 
mission, knew that he had been transferred to 
another depar: ment, 

The Puxsipsst—That is explained in 
paragraph 3, which gives the names of members 
reported to and dealt with by the Government. 

Mr. Hoorpzz—Quite so. You have stated 
how he had been dealt with. But the Govern- 
ment oaonot insert anything after I have 
sigoed my name. 't would mean my signing 
my name to something which I don’t know 
to be true, 
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AN ILLEGAL BAIN SHELTER. 

The tenant of No, 14 Square Street applied 
to the Beard for permiesion {o retain a moveable 
awning at the rear of the first floor of his 
alapeg It was only at times pulled ont to 

eep off the rain, and did not obstruct light or 
ventilation in any way. 

The Meprcat Orriczr or HEALTH minuted 
—TIcannot recommend that the tenant be allowed 
to obe‘ruct this emall yard with a cover as it is 
only a half kitchen half yard arrangement, and 
therefore the air shaft ia of the minimum size, 

Mr, Lav Cuv-pak—The applicant says the 
awning is pulled ont only when it rains, If uo, 
it does not obstruct light or ventilation, and I 
think the request should be granted. 

The tenant is to be informed that he must 
remove the awning. 

4 BOARDING HOUSR NUISANCE. 

Mrs, K. L. Coggin, manageress of Carlton 
House, request& the board to have an offensive 
latrine removed from th: rear of No, 10 
Icehouse £ treet. 

The Meprcau Orricer or Hearty minuted 
—I found this latrine clean, and that it had 
been recently limewashed. I don’t think it 
should be remeved as a greater nuisance would 
arise in such casa owing to the large number 
of workmen employed in that vicinity. It will 
be frequently inspected to prevent, as far 
as possiblé, a nuisance being caused. It is a 
private latrine, on private land, and failing the 
creation of a nuisance, it seems to me that the 
oaly remedy is by injunction on the application 
of the parties aggrieved. 

Hon. Mr. Hzwert—Paoblio latrines must 
exist, and those living in the vicinity will 
always endeavonr to have them removed else- 
where. All that can be done is to see the 
place is kept as clean as_poasible. 

An inspector is to see that this place is kept 
clean, 

*“ BLOW WORK. 

Messrs, Weaser and Raven, architects, 
applied on behalf of, the tenant of 26, New 
Street, for permission to retain a tauk at present 
existing in the yard of this house. A large

The Mepicau Orrtcer or Hgatn minated 
—Vhis yard is only eight feet by six feet 
eight inches, and only eight persons can occupy 
the shop. I don’t see any necessity for this 
tank, especially now that the water ia laid 
on constantly, and I have frequently ox- 
plained the objections to these tanks, whioh 
sre that the water is liable to be fouled 
by refuse from the upper floors, and by dippers 
being put on the ground and then dipped into 
the tank. I cannot recommend that it be 
allowed. 

Mr. Lav Cuu-Pax-—What is the business 
of this shop P It should be allowed to remain 
until a constant supply of water from the 
mains is assured, 

Members agreed that the tank should be 
removed, 

AN BATING HOUSE NECESSITY, 

Another application for permission to retain 
a water tank was made by the tenant of 136, 
Des Voux Road Central. He stated that his 
premises were used ag an eating house, aud 
it was absolutely necessary in this business 
to have a large and ready supply of water, 
therefore a water tank was required. The one 
at present on the premises wag a fairly emall 
one, aad did not constitute an obstruction, 

The Mepican Orricer or HeALtH—I can 
not recommend that this be granted. The yard 
is only 6 feet 10 inches by 5 feet 6 ioohes, and 
is obstructed by an unnecessary bridge both on 
the first and second floors. A notice should be 
served to remove the yard obstructions, includ- 
ing the tank, The yard has an area of 35 
square feet, and the tank occupies 19 square 
feat, 

The Szcretary—It was decided at a previous 
meeting of the Board to refer the mattar to the 
Director of Public Works to see whether the 
house could be supplied with a meter. 

Hon. Mr. Hewett—There does not appear 
to be any reason for maintaining this tank if 
the house can be connected direct with the water 
mains, 

The Hon. Mr. CuaTHam moved that the 
Board adhere to its previous resolution, 

Mr. Hooper oonsidered that such tanks 
were useful and caused very little obstruction, 
Every encouragement ought to be given to 
people to store water provided it hada proper 
cover and, considering the whole question, he 
thought it more sanitary to have tho tanks 
there then to be without them. 

Hoo. Mr. Hewett thought the tanks should 
be discouraged as they were breeding grounds 
for mosquitoes, Ho moved: that the matter ba 
referred to the D.P.W. to ascertain whether 
the house could be connected with the Govern- 
ment water main.

OBJECTIONS TO PLAGUE HOSPITAL, 
Two letters were forwarded from the 


Government to the Board relative to a tempo- 
rary district plague hospital proposed to be 
ereoted on the hillside to the north-west of the 
Disinfecting Station at Kowloon. One was 
from the Hon. Mr. E. Osborne on behalf of the 
Steam Laundry Company, objecting to the 
erection of the hospital on that particular site; 
and the second was from Messrs. Siem:aen and 
Co, on behalf of the new Tobacco Factory 
making a similar objeotion. 

The PrEsIDENT—Lt appears a site has been 
suggested by the Registrar-General for a 
temporary hospital at Yaumati, and this fact 
has gut to the knowledge of certain people 
in the neighbourhood. They have writtea 
to the Board protesting against the hospital 
being erected therv. It was only a temporary 
hospital. ; 

Dr. Macranruine explained that the site was 
a considerable distance from the Laundry and 
there was no fear of infection from it. 

The Hon. Ma.. CHaTHAm said there was 
nothing in the papers to show which site was 
referred to. 

The Hon. Ruaistrar GENERAL —It has been 
sold. 

The Hon. Mr. CoatHamM—Then it is useless 
for the Board to disonss it. 

MORTALITY STATISTICS. 

The mortality statistics for the week ended

‘Aragonia” of which the Hambarg-A merika 
Linie are owners and the Portland and Asiatic 
“teamship Company the charterers, is an iron 
sorew steam ship of 3,32 ‘98 tons net register 
and 426 nominal horse power, and mahaed | ry 
crew of 55 hands inoluding the master, and is 
of the value of £45,000, and ai the time of the 
salvage service hereafter mentioned, was 
carry'ng & general cargo of the value of $85,000 
iooluding freight saa bunker coal of the 
value of $3,000. The se. “ Hupeh” is a screw 
steamship of 1,205 tona net registered tonnage 
and manned by a orew of 38 hands including 
the master, and is of the value of $25,000, and at 
the time of the salvage services hereafter mon- 
tioned was ourrying a cargo of the value of 
$115,009 inoludiug freight and bunker coal and 
58 passengers. On 6th December 1908, at

north latitude and 121.25 east longitude, and 
the “ Hupeh” siznalled * my ship disabled : will 
you tow me to a safe anchorage?

The main shaft of the “Hupeh” had broken on 
5th Deo mber, and she had sinoe that day been 
disabled, but had been unable to procure 
assistance. At this time a strong north-east 
monsoon was blowing, and a heavy gaa ruoning. 
Tue “ Aragonia” was with difflon. ty and danger 
manoivred near to the “ Hupeb,” and those on 
board were uuderstood to request to be towed to 
Hongkong. The as.“ Aragonia” was then with 
difficalty and danger anchored sufficiently near 
and shead of the “ Hapeh” to enable a towiog 
rope to b> passed between the two vessels. 
After considerable trouble owing go the heavy 
sea ronuing, a wire towing ropa was pa sed 
to the “ Hupeh’ and- shackled to a chain oa the 
latter vessel, and at 3.35 p.m, towing commenced 
and continued throughont the rest of the 
day and night, and the following day uatil 
about 7.10 p.m. when the chain to which the 
rope was attache! broke and the ships had 
to anchor snd wuit for daylight. On the bight 
of the 6th December and on 7th December’ 
towage was rendered very difficult on account 
of the high aea ruoning and wiod blowing and 
the consequent, bad steering of the “ Hupeb,” 
There was a great risk of the two ships losing 
connection, and to lessen this danger the 
“ Aragouia” was steered iaside Ooksen Island 
so ai to get into smoother water, but thereby the 
risks of navigation were material!

‘ Hupeh” was anchored in 27.22 north latitude 
and 12.13 east longitude, and except that they 
stated that the only signal made by the ‘“ Hupeh 
to the “ Aregonia” was ‘‘Can you tow me toa 
safe anchorage?” The pr peller shaft of the 
sa, “Hupen” broke at 7.35 p.m. on the 5th 
December, and she thereupon anchored in a safe 
anchorage in 28 fathoms of water and paid out 
about 90 fathoms of chain. The “Hupeh"’ was 
in no danger whatever either then or at th- 
time when the “ Arsagonia” began to tow her, 
or at any time between these periods, In answer 
to paragraph 4 of the petition the defendants said: 
There was a strong north-east monsoon | lowing 
with a rough sea. The ss. “ Aragonia,” how 
ever, manwuvred near to the ‘““Hupeh” without 
any difficulty or danger and the “ Aragonia” 
encountered no difficulty or danger in anchor- 
ing ahead of the “Hupeh” 80 as to enable a 
steel hawser for towing to be passed between 
the two vessels.- Those on board the “ Hupeh ” 
never requested to be towed to Hongkong, but 
requested to be towed to Matsu. The defend- 
ants intended to wire a report of the accident 
from tharp Peak. Jn answer to paragraph 5 
of the petition tbe defendants said: There was 
considerable trouble but no pecney or danger, 
owing to the state of the sea and the weight 
of the steel hawser in passing it from the 
“ Aragonia” to the “Hupeh,” but such work was 
done solely by the second officer and seamen 
of the “Hupeh,” who passed along such hawser 
in a boat belonging to the “ Hupeb,” and no 
difficulty or danger in connection with the 
work was incurred by those on board the 
“ Aragonia.” The towing commencad at 3,3" 
p.m. and so soon as the vessels were steadied on 
their course, which was about southwest, thus 
bringing the wind and sea astern, the towage 
went on ata speed of about nine knots an honr, 
with an easy strain on the hawser.

outer harbour at Amoy at 10.50 am. and 
subsequently the ‘Aragonia’’ towed the 
“ Hupeh” to the back of Kulangsu with tke 
agsistunce of a pilot, arriving in the inner 
harbour where the hawser was cast off and 
the tow completed at 11.5 p.m. The defendants 
admitied the truth of the allegations in para- 
graph Sand 9 of the petition. They however did 
not admit the truth of any of the allega- 


{ions ia paragraph 10 of the petition. Thay 
denied that a heavy or any © strain 
was put upon the “Aragonia”, her hull, 


machinery or gearin rendering the said services. 
The defendants also denied that any risk of 
serious damage or anv damage was incurred by 
her. The defendants sdmitted that extra lahour 
and exertion were undergone by the master and 
crew of the “Arayonia” in cousequ-nce of 
the said services, but denied that danger wai 
uudergone by her master or crew, ‘ave in so 
far as the admissions noted, the defendants 
denied the truth of each and every allegation 
in the petition, The defandants on 30th April, 
19:7 paid into Court the sum of 29,365.80, 
being the equivalent at the then rate of 
exchange of £1.'00, and the defendaits said 
that. under the circumstances this amount was 
sufficieut to satisfy plaintiffs’ claim. 

Mr. Slade, having read the pleadings stated 
that there was no divergence between the 
parties except in the matter of signals.

OUTRAGE IN YUNNAN. 


News has come to hand from Yiinnan-fu, the 
the capital of the province of Yiinnau, giving 
particolars of a bratal attack that was made 
upon the Rev. Samuel Pollard of the Bible 
Christian Mission. The outrage was committed 
at a market village near Chaotong at midnight 
on April 8 by a band of men, Chinese and 
aborigines. On the following day Dr. Savin, 
of the same Mission, on being informed of the 
ocourrence went to tbe village, where he found 
Mr. Vollard on the ground unable to move and 
in a very serious condilion. Qn April 12 he 
was brought into the city, where he was made a 
littla more comfortable, ond hopes were 
entertained that his life would be saved. On 
April 19th Dr, Savin wrote:—‘ Mr. Pol- 
lock's body is .covered with bruises. The 
most important injury is that to the lung. 
The left lung before the heart is wounded, and 
there is an escape of air into the surrounding 
tissues. Whether there is a broken rib 1 
cannot tell. For tbe first few days he had to 
lie fall length upon his face, bat now he can 
wriggle from one side to the other and oan lie 
upon bis back, It will be some time yet before 
he can leave his bed a:d longer still before he 
can recover from the serious sho:k.” 

The reason for this dastardly attack is not 
known. Mr. Pollard was on an itinerating 
missionary journey and had put up for the night 
in the village where the attack took place. 
He has worked for many years in Yiinnan and 
has gained the respect and esteem of very many 
of the people who bave come to know him. 
The N.-C. Datly News understands that the 
British Consul at Yiinnanfa is in communica- 
tion with Poking in reference to the affair.

Total settelments from May Ist to May 29th 
amount to 44,857 piculs, against 43,237 piculs at 
the corresponding date last year. 

GENERAL EXPORTS.

SILK. 

During the fortnight under review Europe 
has been trying t» buy such lots as could be 
found passable for export, with the result that 
the general tone of our market improved con- 
siderably, and that prices for available Silks 
advanced by about Y¥.50 per kin; but holders 
demanding still higher figures things have again 
become very quiet at the close.

Prices have further receded 50 cents 
to $2 per bale, and although the decline has been 
partially recovered in special instances, owing 
to scarcity, the market may be termed 
unsteady and irregular. The enquiry has been 
general and almost all counts have been dealt in, 
but as No. 103 are comparatively much cheaper in 
value and may be said to have almost touched 
bottom considerable attention is being paid to 
this count. Receipts during the interval have 
exceeded the off-takes and our stock shows a 
small increase on last estimate. Bombay is re- 
ported strong.

PIECE GOODS. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & (‘o.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods trade, dated Shanghai, 
6th June, 1907, states:—The air of depression 
that was hanging over the market last week 
when we wrote our Report has lifted somewhat, 
we are pleased to say, and there certainly does not 
Appear to be the same necessity to hold such 
pessimistic views of this market as seemed then 
to pertain to it. Satisfactory arrangements have 
been made by the firms concerned to manipulate 
the goods thrown back on their hands, mentioned 
last week, with the assistance of the local finan- 
ciers, the result being that the market feels 
relieved and is in a decidedly more hopeful con- 
dition. This is evidenced by the increasing 
enquiry for good: in stock although from the 
ideas the dealers hold of prices they have not as 
yet fully appreciated the changes that have taken 
place in ths producing centres during their recent 
period of hibernation. The consequence ia no 
fresh transactions have taken place from first 
hands, but second hand holders are managing to 
get botter terms. More and more confidence is 
being expressed that the condition of the market 
will be greatly improved after the settling day on 
the 15th inst., and that may account for the 
nibbling sort of enquiry that is going on, which 
may possibly be for the sole purpose of finding 
out what supplies are in hand and the ideas of 
holders as to prices. In the case of some classes 
of fancy goods smal! orders for fresh supplies have 
actually been placed. There have also been some 
clearance sales of fancy goods, of a sort that is 
greatly over stocked, namely common Figured 
Cotton Lastings. Three years ago these goods 
were in great demand for Szechuen, and in 
aoticipation of a continuation of it heavy quan- 
tities were indented for by the native dealers, and 
now compose fully one half of the stook held 
here. The Szechuen market is glutted, and the 
colours wanted there are not suitable for other 
places, the consequence being it ia quite im- 
possible to move these goods at anything like 
their original cost, let alone the interest and 
charges that have accumulated, Three years ago 
they were selling at Tls. 3.90 a piece—now it is 
difficult to obtain Tls. 2.50! And other things 
are in the same position. However, it is cheering 
to note prospects are excellent for the silk crop, 
and the harvests everywhere are most promising, 
which should enable the country to recover from 
some of ita recent heavy losses. Money certainly 
seems to be very plentiful by the way the natives 
are endeavouring to get concessions to build 
railways, ctc., without the aid of foreign capital, 
but at the same time in some districta millions 
have died from starvation, what relief has reached 
them being through the instrumentality of for- 
eigners. The Manchester market seems to be 
feeling the advance in tho raw staple now much 
more than formerly, and spimmers are getting 
late with their contracts, possiBly owing to the 
scarcity of suitable cotton, although it may be they 
have over booked themselves. Meanwhile manu- 
facturers are very strong and are fall of work for 
months ahead. Cotton in Liverpool commenced 
to advance immediately after our last until 7.42d. 
was quoted for Mid-American, b@t has receded to 
7.35d., yesterday's quotation, while ‘ Fufmres’ are 
now 6.93d. This advance appears to have affected 
Egyptian also, 103,d. being the-price received to- 
day, New York quotations for the few crop are 
11.92 cents for October and 12.10 cents for Jan, 
The return shipment made by the s.s. Shimosa to 
New York were 7,500 pieces Grey -Shirtings, 
16,960 pieces Sheetings and 9,960 pieces each 85 
and 40 yard Jeans. It is difficult to find out what 
more has been ,shipped as yet. Last month’s 
export of Plain Cottons from England to China 
and Hongkong amounted to 27,000,000 yards, 
while the Yarn shipped to Hongkong and Shang- 
hai was 1,200 bales. The falling off in the export 
was most marked during the second half of the 
month, which possibly betokens a decrease from 
now on. The Yarn market i. Quiet and there is 
but little doing, though at the close a firmer feel- 
ing set in.
